The total amount of principal to 
be paid by France was figured as in 
previous debt agreements, with Inter- 
est at the rate of 4% per cent to De- 
cember 15, 1922, and at 3 per cent 
from that. date to June 15, 1925. This’ 
made the total amount to be funded 
$4,025,000,000, of which $695,000,000 
represents. accrued interest to the 
date of the agreement. 

The interest over the 62-year period 
over which the payments will run 
amounts to an -average of slightly 
more than 1% per cent, bringing: the 
grand total which France will pay to 
slightly. more than $6,847,000,000. 

The present value of these pay- 
ments on a 4% per cent basis was 
figured by treasury experts to be §2,- 
008,122,624, This, it ‘vas stated, ‘Is 
practically 50 per cent of the princt- 
pal of the debt, as compared with the 
Itallan settlement of .26 per cent. 

The French payments start at $30,- 
000;000 dtring. the first two years; 
then $32,500,000 for each of the next 
two years; $35,000,000 for the fifth 
year; $40,000,000 for the sixth; $50,- 
000,000 in the seventh, and increasing 
by jumps of from $5,000,000 to $13,- 
600,000 In succeeding years until the 
seventeenth year, when it reaches the 
maximum of $125,000,000 annually, 
which it maintains through the. sixty- 
first year, with a sHght reduction to 
$117,674,104 In the last year. 

A statement issued by the debt 
funding commission after the agree 
ment was reached asserted that, ‘in 
view of. the enormous: burden of the 
domestic debt of France, the difficulty 
*of raising by taxation a sufficient 
revenue to meet the charges of this 
debt, to carry on the ordinary govern- 
ment operations, and to find the ex- 
change necessary to pay her foreign 
debt to the United States and to Eng- 
land, the commission believes that 
this settlement represents .substar- 
tlaily France’s capacity to pay.” ‘

After the first five years Interest 
is fixed at one-eighth. of 1 per cent 
for ten years and then increases, for 
successive ten-yeur periods, to, one- 
fourth of 1 per cent, one-half of 1 per 
cent, three-fourths of 1 per cent, 1 per 
cent, and, fer'the last seven years, 2 
per cent. : 

When the agreement is fully carried 
out; for an original debt af $1,648,- 
000,000 the United States will: have 
received during the period a total of 
$2,407,000,000, of which $759,000,000 is 
Interest. 

The calculation that the Italian 
funding represents a settlement of. 28 
cents on the dollar ts based on the 
difference between interest paid by 
ltaly for 62. sears and the 4% per 
cent paid by the United States gov- 
ernment to Liberty bond holders who 
furnished the monéy for the war 
loans, 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
expressed gratification over the up- 
proval of the Italian debt agreement.

Had the stream been opened in the 
first place nothing much would have 
been thought of the action, but to 
\change the order at the last minute, 
in view of the conditions as we know 
them, it sure does not look good and 
Plainly bears the marks of _ personal 
favoritism. 

The director could not hear the plea 
of hundreds of fishermen to open the 
South Branch of the AuSable river 
and other streams to other than fly 
fishing, but he could hear the plea of 
personal friends to open a stream for 
their personal benefit, a stream along 
which they are said to own consider- 
able land and the fishing rights of 
other lands through which the stream 
flows and from which the public was 
barred from fishing last season,
